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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on March 
19, 2008 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claim 109 is allowable. The restriction requirement, as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on February 26, 2002, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction 
requirement is hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. Claims 123 and 190-204 are still withdrawn from further 
consideration because they do not require all the limitations of an allowable generic 
linking claim as required by 37 CFR 1 .141 . 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See 
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In re Ziegler, 443 F. 2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA1971). See also 
MPEP§ 804.01. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 113, 120, 125-127, 145-147 and 149 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 113 is dependent upon itself. 

Claim 120 recites the limitation "the planar substrate". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claims 146 and 147 recite a ratio with respect to "A" and "B" but A and B have 
not been previously defined. As such there is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claims 125, 126, 127, 145 and 149 contain various trademarks/trade names. 
Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or 
describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 
USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade 
name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A 
trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods 
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themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods 
associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present case, the trademarks/trade 
names are used to identify/describe polymeric components of the elastomeric 
composition and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 09-1 1 2, 1 1 4-1 1 9, 1 21 , 1 22, 1 24, 1 28-1 44, 1 48, 1 50-1 89, 292 and 292 
are allowed.
